Premier Asserts Decision on 
Issues Up to State 


Sharp Line Drawn in Reply 
to Cardinal's Note 


Embers of Old Fight Being 
Fanned to Life 


(BY CABLE pier aTcH) 

PARIS, Sept. 28.—The French 
government will guarantee the| 
freedom of religious sects, but in 
order to do so it must draw a 
sharp line between matters spir- | 
itual and matters temporal, Pre- 
‘mies Herriot declared tonight in 
identical letters addressed to sit. 
French Cardinals, responding to 
their note of protest. The Pre- 
mier’s response was approved by 
a Cabinet council's session to- 
night. 
In brief, the Premier made it 
clear that the government did not 
regard the restrictions @upon the 
clergy. the withdrawal of the 
Vatican Embasey and other meas- 
ures contemplated as provocative, 
and in firm but respectful lan- 
guage indicates the decisions on 
such questions were for temporal! 
and not spiritual authorities. 
The coals of the slowly dying 
conflict between the church and 
temporal power, ‘never more than 
dormant just beneath the surface 
in France. are expected to be 
stirred once more as a result of 
the cardinals’ note. 


TONE OF DEFIANCE 
Framed in vigorous, almost de- 
fiant language, the note took earn- 
est exception to the announced in- 
tention of the government again 
to abolish the French Embassy 
at the Vatican and to introduce 
into the regained Catholic prov- 
inces, Alaace and Loerraine, the 
application of laws relative to the 
éhurch in the remainder 
France. 
The protest contains a bitter 
complaint against the strict ap- 
piieation of the existing restric- 
tion of clerical activities, assert- 
ing that the church has the right 
to liberty of action and saying 
that if “the law forbids them the 
law is. wrong.” The message 
closed by stating that France was 
not going to see again the day 
when “those wearing orders will 
be obliged to take refuge in for- 
eign lands.”

Bis- 
sell, to drill a well at Ol) Creek, 
where oll had been seen Goating in 
springs. Bisse! was one of the few 
persons who realized the vital part 
oi] would play in the lfe of hu- 
manity. was nol, however, 
pioneer in the search and usage of 
oll. The merits of petroleum and 
other natural bitumens were ap- 


preciated in remote antiquity. 


Petroleum had been known to 
the world since the days of Baby- 
lon and Nineveh, when it was used 
in the form of mineral tar in the 
construction of those ancient cit- 
jes. The Egyptians used it in em- 
baiming their mummies. America 
fret knew etroleum when the 
Franciscan missionary, Joseph De 
La Roche d’'Allyon, discovered it 
floating in creeks itn Pennsylvania 
nearly 300 years ago. Before Bis- 
gell's time settiers in Pennsylvania 
tried to burn petroleum, skimmed 
from the water, as an illuminant, 
and while they failed in this way 
found the oll useful as a lubricant. 


ANALYSIS GIVEN 


But Bissell waa probably the 
fret person to suspect that the 
earth hid enormous quantities of 
oll. He aleo held the theory that 
the refined product could be put to 
wide use. In working out thie idea 
he leased lands at Ol] Creek. At 
Bisse!ll's request expert analysis of 
a sample of the of] taken from «4 
creek in the vicinity was made by 
Prof. Benjamin Silliman of Yale 
University. 

The report tendered Bissel] by 
the distinguished chemist gave evi- 
dence of more uses for the refined 
product than even Biasell had an- 
ticipated. It so substantiated his 
convictions that he proceeded to 
make the further researches that 
sent Drake to Ol) Creek.

Midway Field 
Deepening and Redrilling 
Jobs Also Under Way

BAKERSFIELD, Sept. 28.— 
Seven new oi] wells were begun 
in Kern county last week, accord- 
ing to the report of the State oil 
and gas supervisor. Four of them 
are in the Midway field and one 
each in the Sunset, Hovey Hills 
and Temblor districts.
